An hour after the shooting he was 


removed to the Hospital where lor 
nearly a week his condition was such 
that recovery seemed more than pos- 
sible 
His death was due to a condition 


of paralysis which developed in the 
small intestines. 
A section of this 


intestine less than a foot in length 
had nine perforations, producing a 
condition whicn nature, aided by sur- 
gery could not overcome. 
Pbr the past 24 hours, surgeons 


and nurses m 
attendance 
realized 


that the mans condition had grown 
very grave. At noon Friday a state- 
ment was issued saying that 
the 


wounded officer could not 
recover. 


His condition grew gradually woise 
during the night and while the pa- 
tienf was rational at times he wat 
kept under the influence of opiates 
most of the time to prevent unnec- 
essary suffering.

many likewise has been tenacious of 
the principle that war should be con- 
ducted against the armed forces of 
an enemy country but that the ene- 
my civilian population must be spar- 
ed so far as possible from the mea- 
sures of war. 
The imperial govern- 


ment cherishes the definite hope that 
some way will be found when peace 
is concluded, or perhaps earlier, to 
regulate the law of maritime war In 
a manner guaranteeing the freedom 
of the seas, and will welcome it with 
gratitude and satisfaction if It can 
work hand in hand with the, Ameri- 
can government on that occasion!

from their customers. They invariably 
exchange goods for 
money, never 


money for goods. They employ no 
labor in the communities where their 
customers must earn their living; they 
buy no farm products; they own no 
real estate: they pay no taxes; they 
have no money on deposit in the loca 
banks; they do not advertise in the 
iocal newspapers; they do not give 
credit; they do not even pay the freigh 
on goods they sell. Every cent taken 
by them out of the community is per 
manently lost to the business of tha 
community. 


These are all plain and eviden 


truths, are they not? 
I We would ask this very same farmer 
who would be insulted were he charg 
ed with neglecting to keep bis soil en 
riched to the highest possible degree 
to explain how he can deliberately 
rob his community by buying bis goods 
from out of town concerns. 


1 
Farmer Planted In Community. 


The farmer plants seed in the soil, 


and in order to produce results he must 
'keep that soil fertilized. Being him- 
self planted in the community, he docs 
his trading in a foreign city and there- 
by assists his community in becoming 
poor. 
Why should this farmer have great- 


er respect for the seed which he plants 
'than he has for himself, bis family or 
his neighbor? 


• There is a community in Minnesota 
in the center of which is a city em- 
bracing about 10,000 people, and it ia 
conservatively estimated that some- 
thing more than $300,000 annually is 
'sent from there to mail order houses 
for the purchase of goods which could 
Just as well be secured at the home 
stores. 
This estimate is based on the figures 


^secured from reliable sources in the 
aforementioned community—that is 
from the banker, the express agent 
and the postmaster.

\\as to brave to shoot a fellow man 
n cold blood. Those who are famil- 
iar with the surrounding in the of- 
fice where the 
shooting 
occurred, 


agreed that OfCIeer Bosscowan could 
have shot both men as they entered 
he place. 
Knowing Bosscowan well, 


nis fellow olfi&ers 
agree 
that 
he 


irobably was seized w i t h a feeling 
of repugnance against his 
declared 


intention to shoot first, and decided 
to give the burglars an opportunity 
to surrender before reporting to the 
use of his pisfol. 
This method, if 


he adopted it. proved fatal and his 
assailants responded to his demand 
to "halt" with a pistol shot which 
found lodgment in the officer's ab- 
domen, causing wounds which later 
resulted in the officer's death. 


From the first time the officer was 


assigned to the perilous task of ly- 
insc in wait for the safe blowers who, 
it was belTeved, would sooner or later 
attempt the destruction of the sate 
in the Wyeth-Scott office, Bosscowan 
showed not the slightest fear of any 
one against whom he might find him- 
self arrayed. 
For 
eleven 
nights 


from June 2 to June I-*!, he kept a 
lonely vigil in the office. 
Finallv, 


when the police officials found that 
an attempt had been made after the 
officer was withdrawn and Bosscow- 
an was again detailed to lie in wait 
for the cracksmen, he courageously 
rejected the suggestion of his superi- 
or that another officer 
accompany 


him. declaring that he could handle 
the burglars if 
they 
entered 
the 


place. 


The story of the shooting has been 


told in the confession of Wilbur Sor- 
rel, who admits that he entered the 
office with Charles Athey. 


Tn the darkness the burglars not- 


ed the open door leading into the 
toilet room where the 
officer 
was 


concealed. 
When they 
flashed 
a 


light and started to investigate this 
room, the officer demanded them to 
halt. 
His demand was received by a 


shot from the revolver of one of the 
men. 
Sorrel, in his confession, said 


it was Athey who fired the shot. 


Not until he had received the mor- 


tal v. ound did the officer fire his own 
weapon. 
Tie fired five shots and two 


of these, later developments proved, 
found lodgment in the leg of Chas. 
Athey. 
One of the balls passed en- 


tirely through the leg and the other 
remained in the flesh. 


Suffering: from his wounds, 
the 


officer remained in the office until 
he was satisfied that there was no 
further danger of a fusillade from 
the cracksmen. 
He then 
notified 


headquarters and Captain Hager and 
officers, responding, found the man 
dangerously wounded. 
He was re- 


moved at once to the City hospital, 
operated upon and was believed to 
have a fair show for his life. 
The 


fact that inflammation was delayed 
for more than a week, led to the be- 
lief that he probably would recover. 
Then the paralysis 
developed 
and 


death ensued. 


Bosscowan had been an officer in 


the Newark police department 
for 


almost two years. He was appointed 
regular natro'man, August 1, lOlo. 
He had heen serving as an extra pa- 
trolman since February of the same 
year. 


During his service in the depart- 


ment, he won the commendation of 
his superiors by his painstaking obe- 
dience to orders, his uniform courte- 
sy to all those in his district and his 
general efficiency as a police officer. 
He was popular among his fellow of- 
ficers. When the announcement of 
his death was received at headquar- 
ters expressions of regret were heard 
from practically every member 
of 


the department.

The autopsy revealed that the bul- 


let entered the abdomen

tering the flesh, it struck a 
steel 


stay, a part of a suppo' ter worn by 
the otficer and was ludly batterea, 
being bent almost double. 
This de- 


flection caused the rni^ile to take an

unusual in cases of this character.

was delayed so long supports this be- 
lief.
